The crop of these seed while large 
is not enough to fill the demand First reports of 
yields indicated an over-production Lut actual 
harvest was far below estimate and now it seems 
that prices will go much higher than the present 
level. We have bought up a good stock of these 

seed and they are of excellent qua- 
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lity. The demand right now is very 
heavy and our trade is buying in 
quantities that will soon foice us 
to purchase new lots. This will cause 
us to advance our prices, because 
we cannot buy teday and sell at our 
present prices.

ALFALFA AND CLOVERS 
Critically Short 


Last year’s critical shortage of clovers and 
alfalfa seed seems to be worse instead of better 
this season. At one time we thought that condi- 
tions would improve but after harvest, we found 
that there was not enough of these seed to supply 
the demand, 

Again this year, we will have to use Argentine 
Alfalfa seed. For several years, these have been 
used extensively and our observation is that they 
do just as well lLere as any Alfalfa that we can 
get. We sold a lot of Argentine Alfalfa seed last 
year and reports coming in now indicate that 
stands were perfect, yield good, and the crop is 
standing the winter perfectly. Therefore, we 
think that Argentine Alfalfa seed have proven 
their ability to produce and we can safely use it 
in this section. 

Red clover is much searcer this year than last 
and the quality will not be up to former years. In 
order to obtain seed, we have had to take the best 
we could obtain but this will not represent nor- 
mal qualitv. We advise early ordering of al] 
clover ssed to avoid disappointment at sowing 
time.
